Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding claim 1 , the Applicant, again, argued 
(page 10 of the Remarks) that the combination of Newman and Myers do not teach the claimed concept "separating each of the individual 
characters of the plurality of characters in each character image" . The Examiner had addressed this argument in the Final Office Action 
filed 12/31/2009. Additionally, the Applicant argues (page 10 of the Remarks) that Myers discloses character frame in FIG. 11 is "not 
displayed at the time of capturing the continuous still image but is after the rectification and OCR process". However, this argument is moot 
since the claim's language is broad and thus one ordinary skill in the art does not have to interpret in this manner (see MPEP 2111). 
Therefore, it is respectfully suggested to the Applicant to amend the claim's language to specifically claim the novelty of the invention so 
that the Examiner can further narrow the interpretation of the claim . For other arguments, please refer back to the discussion above since 
they are depending on the basis of the argument presented. 
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
